School Merger Plan 


Arouses Enthustasm 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 

Civic leaders, educators, business and professional men—as 
well as many of the plain people on the street—have joined in 
support of a proposal looking toward the merger of the city and 
county school systems into one great and unified educational 
system. 

Such a proposal, as advocated in’ the leading editorial in The 
Constitution Sunday, brought enthusiastic response from many 
lifferent groups of citizens. No one could be found who opposed 
the suggestions made in the editorial, entitled “One Schoo! System.” 

“The Constitution believes this to be the right time,” said the 
editorial, “for the people ef Atlanta and Fulton county to explore 
the many positive benefits to be derivee from unifying the school 
systems of the county and city. A plan can be made. 

“Not a plan for the county to ‘take over’ the city schools! 

“Not a plan for the city to ‘take over’ the county schools! 

“But, rather, a plan which would provide for one board to 
administer the school system for residents of the city and county. 
Almost any sort of compromise could be reached to initiate the 
plan and get it going. Details for providing a more efficient and 
economical single school system could follow.” 

Citizens who expressed their opinion on this subject were 
unanimous in voicing approval of the sentiments of the editorial. 
Some wished to study the proposal further before committing 
themselves on the subject of unification; but all were of the opinion 
that the matter should receive careful and ‘comprehensive study 
to determine its relative merits. 

Great Economies. 

Every citizen interviewed agreed that the proposed merger 
offered the possibility of great economies as well as more effi- 
cient administration. And in addition all agreed the principal 
beneficiaries of the unification would be the school children of 
both city and county. 

The public agrees with The Constitution that, in the interests 
of the school system, now is the time to begin to plan for ultimate 
unification. The diversified list of those interviewed on this sub- 
ject is an indication of the widespread interest in the proposed 
movement. 

Walter H. Rich, president of Rich’s, Inc., is strongly in favor 
of the proposed consolidation of county and city schools for both 
“educational and economic efficiency,” he told The Constitution. 


Ground Work Necessary. 


However, Rich added, thorough ground work must be done 
before steps are taken, to avoid possible friction between the city 
and county after the merger is effected. 

Rich, a former member of the state and city boards of educa- 
tion, made a survey o* city schools under the administration of 
the late Mayor James L. Key and is familiar with education in 
both the city and state. At one time when the city was unable 
to pay teachers because of financial difficulties his firm advanced 
the money for their salaries. 

Speaking as a man whose field of work has been largely organ- 
izational, Rich said it was obvious a single, cohesive system would 
achieve greater efficiency than two overlapping systems. 

“Both school systems have done fine work under Superin- 
tendents Jere A. Wells and Dr. Willis Sutton,” Rich said. “But I 
believe strongly even greater results can be achieved under the 
single system.” 

Asked what objects should be the aim of the proposed new 
system, Rich said in his opinion politics should be eliminated from 
the conduct of the schools and teachers’ salaries should be main-

ALLIED MILITARY HEADQUARTERS SOMEWHERE 
IN ITALY, Nov. 8.—(AP)—There is every prospect that, 


starting in December, one of 


the war’s last great air strug- 


gles will be fought in the skies over Italy between the Luft- 
waffe and the powerful American-British air force in this 


theater. 

Officers who had been attached 
to the staff of Field Marshal Gen- 
eral Albert Kesselring quote him 
as saying the full strength of the 
Luftwaffe will be turned to the 
Mediterranean for the winter aft- 
er weather blocks operations on 
the Russian front. 

These officers quote Kesselring 
es saying “Then I will have a 
real airforce and we will show 
the Americans.” 

Allied military men believe that 
any such large-scale German air 
effort will mean its last big gasp 
of the war. 

Not only Allied airmen but 
many ground generals as well be- 
lieve that the crack in German 
military strength in this war will 
come not in the fleet as in the 
last war but in the airforce. 

Realize Might. 

While Kesselring is reported to 
have been removed from com- 
mand in Italy and replaced by 
Field Marsha! Erwin Rommel, this 
is expected to make no difference 
in the German high command's 
plans. 

The Germans realize fully the 
might of the Allied airforce being 
assembled in the Mediterranean 
for a winter attack against Ger- 
many and are determined to stop 
it at all costs. 

This is one of the main rea- 
sons why the Nazi high command 
is making every effort to keep 
the Allies away from the big 
bomber fields around Rome as 
long as possible even at a heavy 
cost to their ground forces. 

It is expected the Germans will 
concentrate numbers of fighters in 
the Po valley to try to mtercept 
Allied bomber fleets as they cross 
the Alps. 

The Allied tactical airforce, the 
largest and most potent weapon 
of its kind in the world, and the 
Allied strategic airforce, which is

The Allied airforce in this thea- 
ter has won every sky struggle 
since last January against the 
Luftwaffe by continuous bombing 
of Nazi airfields until they final- 
ly catch the German planes on 
the ground and wipe them out. 

As long as the Americans have 
daylight bombers to operate over 
German airfields it is difficult to 
see how the Germans ever will 
be able to build up enough 
strength to challenge the Allies 
seriously, let alone throw great 
bomber fleets into action.

In the future state highway de- 
partment employes, including divi- 
sional’ staffs over the state, must 
obtain approval of Director Ry- 
burn Clay before providing any in- 
formation to newspapers or other 
publications. 


Clay said the order was issued 
to insure accuracy in news of the 
department’s activities and was 
not an effort to suppress news. In 
the past some of the information 
furnished to newspapers has been 
incorrect, he said. He pointed out 
that division highway engineers, 
scattered over the state, often do 
not have the latest information 
and sometimes have mistakenly 
announced projects in their dis- 
tricts. 


Under the new order, they are 
required to check with him before 
making announcements. This will 
not delay the news, as the engi- 
neers must check with the state 
headquarters several times daily, 
Clay said. 


“There is no intention or desire 
to suppress any news,” the direct- 
or asserted. “I want the public 
and the press to have all the in- 
formation to which they are enti- 
tled, and I believe they are enti- 
tled to information about eyery- 
thing the department does.”

Despite increases in pension 
rolls and amount of business han- 
dled, the administrative costs de- 
clined from $366,625 in 1942 to 
$354,867 this year, and employes 
decreased from 160 to 112. A. J. 
Hartley is director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. 


The benefit payments were 
financed as follows: $4,784,608 
from federal grants, $4,256,422 by 
the state, and $469,925 from coun- 
ties.

With eight jurors declaring the 
death sentence too severe, the 
state pardon and parole board has 
granted a rehearing on the com- 
mutation plea of Eddie James An- 
derson, Negro convicted of slaying 
James Henry Wilson, a _ white 
man, in Augusta. 

The board declined to commute 
the death sentence several weeks 
ago. Chairman Edward B. Ever- 
ett said yesterday the board has 
agreed to rehear the case solely 
because of the affidavits signed by 
eight members of the trial jury. 

The jurors said they did not 
take into consideration the Ne- 
gro’s state of mind at the time 
he stabbed the white man, or in 
what peril his life may have been 
in immediately preceding his be- 
ing struck by the victim. They 
said Anderson was not directing 
his offensive language at Wilson’s 
wife, and that Wilson could read- 
ily have passed it unnoticed. The 
testimony was that Wilson object- 
ed to Anderson’s language, tried 
to silence him ~ was stabbed. 


Wide Variety of Meats 
Scheduled for Spring 


A wider variety of rationed 
meats will be available to the 
housewife during the low ebb of 
meat production next spring as a 
result of a rationing plan which 
encourages meat wholesalers to fill 
their storage freezers between now 
and mid-January, the peak period 
of meat output, according to the 
Office of Price Administration. 

OPA stated that wholesalers 
who have the facilities to store 
meat will be loaned ration points 
with which to buy supplies during 
the fall period of high production. 
By increasing the ration purchas- 
ing power of wholesalers during 
these months, a greater variety of 
meat will be made available next 
spring, when production is low.

work without national legislation.” 

Stating compulsion will settle 
few manpower problems that can- 
not be settled by the volunteer 
system, Lasseter said yesterday 
better measures are informing and 
educating people as to what is de- 
sirable. The WMC program can 
be attained “if people will re- 
spond,” he said. 

Lasseter pledged support to a 
national committee recommenda-

OPA Revises 
Atlanta Prices 


The district Office of Price Ad- 
ministration has released a re- 
vised community-wide price list 
for all foods in. Atlanta and the 
district, including 98 north Geor- 
gia counties. Effective tomorrow, 
it makes a few changes in the 
dollars-and-cents cellings which 
have been in effect. 

Reasons for the change, OPA 
stated, include slight revisions in 
wholesalers’ prices to * retailers 
which have resulted in slightly 
raising or lowering the prices of 
some items, notably in the canned 
vegetable field. 

Other changes in the list are 
due to the 1943 pack of fruits and 
vegetables coming on the market 
and some other items going off 
the market. 

In no case, OPA added, have 
the increases been more than a 
cent or two and on some items in 
the larger stores prices have 
dropped as much as two cents. 

The price list is divided into 
four groups of stores: Group one 
is the small, independent or “cor- 
ner” store; group two is the larger 
independent store with greater 
buying power; group three con- 
sists of chain stores, and group 
four includes _ supermarkets, 
whether chain-owned or not. 

Copies of the revised price lists 
have been distributed to all stores, 
‘where they are required to be dis- 
played in a conspicuous place. 

OPA reminded shoppers that 
any deliberate overcharge above 
the legal prices displayed should 
be reported to the price panel of 
the local war price and ration 
board which will act to have the 
overcharge corrected and_ the 
proper price observed.

London Bomb 


Casualties Soar 


LONDON, Nov. 8.— (4) — Fast 
German planes attacked London’s 
suburbs again tonight within 24 
hours after a single Nazi bomb 
wrecked a crowded dance hall, the 
Cinderella, and two taverns with 
heavy casualties. 

The best information was that 
damage in the new raid, which set 
off the sirens for the seventh time 
in as many nights, was small and 
only'a relatively few persons were 
injured. 

Allied fighters and bombers had 
crossed the channel by daylight to 
attack Nazi targets in northern 
France. 

The siren blasts found many of 
the habitually crowded amusement 
places virtually deserted, for Lon- 
doners wére shocked by the trag- 
edy of the crushed dance hall. 

Bomb School. 

As on Sunday night, only a 
small number of German attackers 
got across the coast, but a few of 
them streaked through to the capi- 
tal’s outskirts. 

The attackers bombed a school 
building, injuring several persons; 
a taxicab garage, and a number 
of private houses before they were 
driven off. 

An authoritative statement said 
three of the raiders were de- 
stroyed. 

A number of American and 
British service men and women 
were believed to have been in the 
dance hall. American and British 
officers visited a near-by mortu- 
ary where the bodies were being 
identified. 

Victims Talk. 

The British said officially a 
“considerable” number of persons 
were killed. The toll was the 
greatest since 44 children were 


killed in the bombing of the Cat-" 


ford school last January 20. 

Buildings near the scene of the 
disaster began collapsing today 
and mounted policemen held the 
crowds back. 

One rescue worker alone said he 
pulled out 32 bodies. 

Survivors told graphically how 
it feels to be the target of one of 
the Germans’ new 400-mile-an- 
hour hit-and-run ‘raiders. 


“I was standing talking to my | 


brother,” a munition worker in the 
dance hall related, “and every- 
thing seemed to go up in the air 
and my brother disappeared. Next 
thing I remember I was digging 
myself out with my bare hands.” 

The milkbar was the Sunday 
night rendezvous for young people 
of the district, and after the blast 
parents of dozens of families wait- 
ed in the street as long as 10 hours 
for words of their children. 

Forays with probably equal sur- 
prise effect to the enemy were 
made across the channel today by 
the RAF. British, Dutch, French 
and Polish formations of Mitchells 
and Boston M and light bombers 
with strong fighter escort, attacked 
targets in northern France without 
seeing an enemy plane. 


Kassel Bombed Out, 


Says Air Ministry 

*LONDON, Nov. 8.—(4)—Kassel 
has ceased to exist as part of the 
Nazi war industry “for some time 
at least,” the air ministry said to- 
night after studying new recon- 
naissance photographs of the heav- 
ily bombed Ruhr industrial city of 
200,000 persons. 

All but 15 of the 315 acres in 
the built-up section of the city are 
devastated and nearly half of the 
rest of the city, excluding the sub- 
urbs is destroyed, the ministry 
said. Double-punch raids occurred 
on October 4 and October 22. Kas- 
sel has been bombed heavily five 
times during the last six months. 

The reconnaissance pictures re- 
vealed that 50 factories, some of 
which the Germans had given the 
highest priority ratings, were 
either destroyed or badly dam- 
aged.

BUY MORE WAR BONDS and STAMPS NOW 
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Calls for Investigation 

Mrs. Milton W. Bell, executive secretary 
of the Atlanta Tuberculosis Association, was 
quoted in a news story in Monday's Consti- 
tution as stating that nurses of the associa- 
tion have been offered “all the gasoline they 
want” without ration coupons, if they will 
pay 10 cents a gallon above the regular price. 

Furthermore, Mrs. Bell said a local high 
school boy told her “you| can have all the gas 
you want on an A card if you know where 
to get it.” 

Mrs. Bell was appealing for greater gaso- 
line allowances for nurses of the Tuberculosis 
Association when she made the statements 
quoted. | 

Whether or not these nurses should be 
granted supplemental gasoline or not is a 
matter of far less importance than the al- 
leged violations of gasoline rationing regula- 
tions. If the charges can be substantiated 
they constitute one of the gravest indictments 
against the patriotism and honesty of some 
of our citizens. : 

An “A” gasoline book permits its holder 
to secure some two gallons a week. Which 
means a weekly mileage of probably not over 
25 miles. Certainly not more than 30 miles. 
The number of automobiles bearing only an 
“A” sticker, seen on the uptown streets day 
after day, would seem to be corroboration of 
the charge that many auto owners are getting 
unrationed gas with the connivance of un- 
scrupulous station operators. 

It should not be too difficult for the ration- 
ing authorities or the OPA to verify or dis- 
prove the charges made by Mrs. Bell. If they 
are true, drastic action should be taken to 
halt the dishonest, and unpatriotic practice. 

The great majority of automobile owners 
are loyally operating their cars as little as 
possible and obeying rationing regulations. 
It is unfair to these when others, unrestrained 
by decent conscieuce, conspire to violate the 
rules. 

And it is, of course, rank betrayal of every- 
one of our fighting men on the battlefronts 
of the world, to imperil the flow of gasoline 
which they must have if they are t& defeat 
the Axis foes.

Food for Britain 

Food shipments from the United States 
to Great Britain under lend-lease Will be re- 
duced aluring the coming months, it is re- 
ported in London, to provide shipping space 
for what is said to be impending military 
operations on a vast scale—possible back- 
ground for Premier Stalin’s recent assurance 
to his leaders that a “real second front is not 
far behind the hills.” 

While there will be less food shipments 
from the United States it is reported there 
will be more from the Mediterranean area, 
which has been practically cleared of Axis 
menace. New kinds of foodstuffs will be 
arriving from North Africa, Sicily and Italy, 
to augment the quantity and variety of rations 
now obtainable in the British Isles. 

Representatives of the British ministry of 
foods are touring the food-producing areas of 
the Allied world to find out exactly how much 
of each commodity can be bought or borrowed 
for shipment to England. More canned meats, 
beef and mutton are to be imported from 
South American countries. And good news to 
the fruit-starved British civilians is the re- 
port of sizeable shipments of oranges, tan- 
gerines, lemons and grapefruit to come this 
winter from the Mediterranean zone. To this 
will be added nuts and olive oil, extremely 
scarce since the war began, and which will be 
imported from Italy and Sicily. Home-caught 
fish will receive additions from stocks of 
canned Mediterranean fish varieties. 

Generally speaking, the change in rations 
will be for the better, according to one au- 
thority, for Britons who, during the past four 
years of hard war, have survived and stoically 
endured the unchanging monotony of the 
foodstuffs that were available.

In its maiden effort, Atlanta’s Civic Opera 
Company has produced a hit. 

Five performances of Victor Herbert’s 
“Naughty Marietta” were presented at the 
Erlanger theater last week by the local com- 
pany, with two imported stars. All perform- 
ances, except the opening night, were sell- 
outs. 

It is reliable indication that Atlanta is 
ready to support its own opera company and 
that this company, by the caliber of its per- 
formance, merits this support. The imported 
stars, of course, contributed to the excellence 
of the production, Others will be brought here 
to work with Atlanta artists in regular pro- 
ductions now planned by Director John Hoff- 
man who announces the next, “My Maryland,” 
for February. 

This means that, at last, Atlanta talent 
will find artistic expression and valuable ex- 
perience on the homefront. For years this 
city has fed the opera companies of other 
cities. Atlanta singers, dancers and instru- 
mentalists have had to forage for greener 
pastures in which to try-out. 

Last summer the Atlanta Civic Ballet was 
represented at the Memphis Civic Opera Com- 
pany. The Metropolitan Opera Company’s two 
stars with “Cracker” drawls worked for years 
in other cities before gaining their goal. To- 
morrow’s ballet and singing stars who hail 
from Georgia will find opportunity here, not 
only to train, but also to appear in produc- 
tions with established guest artists. 

Atlanta has the most pretentious operatic 
heritage of any city outside of New York city. 
The Metropolitan Opera journeyed here in 
1910, never having appeared outside of Gotham 
before. Pioneering impressarios have brought 
Atlanta audiences the best of music for many 
years, At last, it appears young Georgia artists 
will be given a chance to cash in on Atlan- 
ta’s musical traditions.

Propaganda Only 

The announcement by Allied headquarters 
that a thorough investigation has shown Vati- 
can City was not bombed by Allied planes last 
week gives the lie to German propaganda 
obviously timed to distract attention from the 
battlefronts at Kiev, the Dneiper river bend, 
and in Italy. On all those fronts the Hun is 
taking a terrific beating. The high command 
knows this, but does not want the German 
masses to know it.

It is impossible, even in tightly censored 
Germany, to keep entirely from the people 
news of military reverses. This was the 
principal reason why the propaganda line last 
week stressed the charges of air attacks on 
Vatican City. Through it, the Germans hoped 
to divert thinking about the recent military 
defeats. Perhaps the dodge worked in Ger- 
many; perhaps it did not. 

At any rate, from our standpoint, the word 
of Allied headquarters that the Vatican was 
not bombed is good enough for us. The Ger- 
mans have been notorious for lying.

Fewer Violent Deaths 

It is interesting to note that homicides 
and suicides have dropped to extremely low 
levels during the first nine months of 1943. 
The homicide rate of 3.3 per 100,000 was the 
lowest for any corresponding nine-month 
period, while the suicide rate of 6.4 per 100,000 
was only slightly higher than the atitime low 
of 6.1 recorded in 1920, according to statis- 
ticians of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company. 

Interesting also are the factors believed 
responsible for the low rate of mortality. They 
are lack of major epidemics and the increased 
income for large sections of the population 
which has brought a higher standard of liv- 
ing to many families. In the phrase, “higher 
standard of living” is seen a beacon light 
for the post-war years. When men can earn 
a decent living, they do not kill themselves 
because of dispair brought on by distressed 
economic situations.

WASHINGTON . PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


WHEN WILL NAZIS QUIT? WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Aft- 
er pondering the many facts 


revealed to him on his 40,000-mile inspection tour of major Allied 
battle fronts Senator Richard B. Russell, who served as chairman 
of the special senate globe-girdling committee, 
has projected a date for the end of the war 
in Europe. 
The Georgia senator believes that the bloody 
business will come to an end in Europe next 
March. 
It is not a date that he has merely pulled 
out of a hat. He is able to build up a 
plausible thesis. in support of the prediction 
that the Hitlerite hordes will fold up by then. 


As for the war in the Pacific, he is less 
certain. The Japs, he believes, may be counted 
on to carry the fight much longer, perhaps a 
year at least. It might take longer. 
But he sees events crowding in om Germany 
in such a way that we may reasonably look for 
a collapse either of the Nazi military machine or the home front 
by the end of the winter now close upon us. How he arrives at 
next March as the month to mark the end of hostilities makes 
interesting reading. Here it is: 

The Germans now realize they are doomed to defeat, of course. 
All of the evidence from Allied intelligence sources and neutral 
countries points in. this direction. The Nazis are holding on in 
the hope of securing a negotiated peace, realizing that only in 
that way will they be able to save their necks from the gallows. 


THE BETTER FOR THEM The mass of the German people, 


however, and the German mili- 
tary leaders, have no such stake in the. ulimate outcome. They 
must realize—those who are informed on the true situation—that 
the sooner the war is over the better it will be for them. 

The last thing that any German could want, of course, would 
be to see the Russians move into Reich territory. With them the 
Soviet army would bring the Poles, the Greeks, the Czechs and 
other oppressed peoples who have felt the weight of the Nazi 
yoke. The slaughter that would follow inside Germany would be 
shocking, though no worse, perhaps, than that which the Germans 
themselves have inflicted on conquered countries. 

If the Russians are able to keep up their present great offen- 
sive stride, the winter should see them hammering at the Polish 
boundaries and threatening German forces in the Balkans. Spring 
should find the Red army in position to make a real thrust at 


Germany proper. 
BLOW FROM WEST? But the German command will fully 

; realize by then that it is threatened 
not only by a Russian offensive in the east, but new Allied blows 
from the west as well. The long awaited second front in Europe 
proper, outside of Italy, is sure to be launched next spring, if it 
does not actually come much sooner. Spring is the generally ac- 
cepted date among military observers because of the difficult 
weather conditions in France during the winter. 

_ The weather is. against a second front in western Europe this 
winter. The last big push of Von Hindenburg in World ar I 
was started on March 21, 1918. That is about as early as troops 
can maneuver in France and the Low Countries. Hitler and in- 
formed elements of the German people know this well enough. 
They know that the real blows for knocking Germany out of the 
war will come not later than next spring. 

_ With this sort of a background, Senator Russell points to the 
situation that will exist by the end of the current winter in Ger- 
many. For the first time in the five long weary years of war the 
military command and the people will realize that Germany is 
no longer able to mount an offensive with the advent of spring. 

Instead, the coming of spring will see the German army put 
to its most severe trial of the entire war, with ultimate defeat 
a practical certainty. 


TOTAL DEPRESSION The consciousness of that realization 

will be depressing enough to force 
Germany out of the war, the senator believes. To view the future 
with utter hopelessness will be the outlook of the German people. 
Winter, with its accumulation of disasters on the Russian front and 
intensified bombing attacks from the air, will fade in favor of a 
worse vista for spring. 

As the senator sees it, Germany's cup of woe will be filled to 
overflowing before the winter ends. The country will be seized 
with an overwhelming feeling of futility. Hitler and his Nazi gan 
will be thrown out unceremoniously and overtures for peace wil 
come. 

It will come suddenly and startlingly, much in the manner of 
the Mussolini downfall in Italy. The European war will end in 
March, the month before the beginning of spring. 

It is a rather bold prediction,

but it is not without elements 


of reason that are entirely plausible. Senator Russell offers it 
not so much as a prediction as a thesis—a justifiable thesis, he 
believes, in the light of the known circumstances.

ATLANTA SPIRIT No wonder Atlanta grew as she did in 
those days. A dinner such as that put 


Spirit into a man. A man could eat a dinner such as that and go 
out and really build a city. After such a dinner nothing is im- 
possible. 

_ Maybe that’s what is wrong with us today. If we are not get- 
ting more and better industries it is because the Chamber of Com- 
merce annual dinner committee has fallen down on the job. It is 
starving the builders of cities. 

When a man finishes one of the modern dinners, so often called 
“banquets,” he feels no urge to build a city. He goes home and 
takes a dose of bicarbonate of soda. 

I don’t know why it is the art of eating has so declined. A cup 
of lukewarm soup, tasting of flour or starch; a thin, half chicken, 
broiled, and known to those who must attend a great many annual 
“banquets” as “eagles”; a little paper cup of peas and a dab of 
potatoes, do not make a banquet. Even if it says so on the menu, 
it is not a banquet. 

In this day of rationing a man can be pretty confident that 
when the main course is brought in it will be an eagle he finds 
on his plate. It is very difficult to get steaks. But even in the days 
when food could be had in plentiful quantities one was rather sure 
to run into “eagles” on five out of six dinners attended. 

All imagination about the art of dining seems to have disap- 
peared.

THE GENTLE ART I would like to see a revival of the gentle 
art of banquets when the war is done 

and food rationing disappears. 

I have never been able to determine when it was the art dis 
appeared. One theory is it was brought on by prohibition. The 
quality of hooch was so bad that after a few rounds a person didn't 
know or care what was being served. After a while the art of 
cooking and planning for real dinners went into a decline. That 
brought on pre-dinner drinking and the thing became one of those 
vicious circles. 

This country was built by men who ate. Banquets were ban- 
quets and food was important. It created men who huilt great 
cities. I think perhaps a research man would find that we slowed 
down as a people about the time eating went out of style. 

At any rate, I think I will send this menu over to the Chamber 
of Commerce so that the committee for this year’s annual dinner 
may be inspired. It is a tough year in which to plan dinners be 
cause some days it is very difficult to get enough of those thin, 
scrawny eagles to broil up for the guests at a “banquet.” 

Still, maybe it will inspire the chamber committee to duplicate 
the dinner of 1890. Carlyle Fraser is a good trencherman and he 
has eaten enough eagles in his time really to get interested in the 
culinary triumphs of the Atlanta ehamber of 1890. If they.ever 
do duplicate the triumph of 1890 I want to be there. 

The menu, incidentally, is artistically done showing the burned 
city of 1864 and, above it, the thriving metropolis of 1890. And 
the hotel was known simply as “The Kimball.” I don’t know when 
it had ‘‘House” added to its name.

By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


With few exceptions, all men are sincere and all mean well. 
When political, intellectual or social leaders do or say anything that 
is wrong or hurtful, it is not because of evil intent but almost 
invariably a result of ignorance. 

When Willkie went to Russia and returned to write a famous 
book, he confessed that his previous ideas about the Russians had 
been wrong. In the past he had expressed his opinions sincerely 
and honestly, but if they were right it was only by accident, for 
they were based upon misconceptions. When he saw the truth, he 
realized that his old opinions were wrong and was honest enough 
to confess it. 

The point to remember is that he was ignorant and therefore 
incapable of forming sound opinions until he visited Russia him- 
self. Even then he learned only a small fraction of the truth, for 
nobody can comprehend the whole story of a nation in a few days. 

When a professional writer, working for a national magazine, 
writes a critical article about the people of Maine or Florida or 
Texas or Arkansas or Oregon, he makes an honest effort to tell the 
truth—unless he is blinded by some secret prejudice. And all that 
he says may seem true to nine-tenths of his readers, but those who 
live in the criticized area will think some of his statements absurd 
and some funny and some maliciously unfair. 

The only way to know a country, or any part of it, is to live 
in it—or stay in it long enough to make an intensive and compre 
hensive study of it. Most of us are provincial—especially the resi- 
dents of New York City—and have little more knowledge of other 
sections of our country a thousand miles away than we have of 
Canada or Mexico. 

This is unfortunate, for what happens in one section affects all 
sections in some degree, and free people can’t protect their own 
interests unless they are informed. But it is doubly unfortunate— 
tragic, in fact—when those who know only one small section of the 
country are empowered to make laws for all of it. 

There are few tests to reveal how much congressmen know 
about their nation and its multitudinous affairs, but it is significant 
that any one of them can win national fame by investigating some 
important detail of the public’s business and revealing facts that 
should have been known to all of them. 

Ignorance of our country causes most of the blunders made by 
leaders. We would be safer in future if no university student could 
graduate without spending his fourth year in a school a thousand 
miles from the one where he matriculated, and earning his living

“We should make a_ thorough 
study of this proposition to de- 
termine its feasibility. And the 
time to begin such a study is the 
present.” 

E. S. Papy, 
worker, said: 

“TI read the editorial in The Con- 
stitution and on the whole I favor 
the general proposition. 

“I don’t know enough about the 
Proposition to advocate at this 
time a merger of the city and 


well-known civic 


county school systems. But by all | 


means the matter should be 
studied and its possibilities inves- 
tigated. 

Plan for Future. 

“From the point of view of fu- 
ture developments, I think it wise 
to begin to do some planning now 
for the future. I favor anything 
that will better our school sys- 
tem, and if a unified system 
would do it then I naturally fa- 
vor that. But before we come to 
any decision on a matter so im- 
portant as this we should, by all 
means, make a close study of it. 

“That. as I understood it, is ex- 
actly what the editorial The Con- 
stitution advocates and in that 
sense I am heartily for it.” 

Dr. Cullen B. Gosnell, head of 
the department of political science 
at Emory University, said: 

“IT believe that the unification 
of the city and county school sys- 


tems would be a good move. I am | 


in hearty agreement with the edi- 
torial in The Constitution this 
morning. 

Now Is Opportune Time. 

“IT believe, further, that now is 
the opportune time to effect such 
a unification. There are factors at 
work now which may bring about 
a degree of success impossible a 
year or two ago. 

“Of course a unification of the 
two school systems is the only way 
to bring about an efficient educa- 
tional plan for both county and 
city. It would effect great econ- 
omies and would, I believe, tend to 
raise the educational standards of 
the county up to those of the city. 

“Unification is the ultimate so- 
lution to this problem. That being 
true, I think we should effect it 
now rather than later.” 

Miss Christine Smith, of the At- 
lanta League of Women Voters, 
said: 

Make Study of Plan. 

“Tt is a very good idea for citi- 
zens of Atlanta and Fulton county 
to make a study of the different 
school systems. I Know of no one 
who opposes the plan outlined in 
The Constitution, and I feel confi- 
dent that something good can come 
from such a study.” 

Robert W. Schilling, president 
of the Atlanta Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, said: 

“Naturally I am all in favor of 
@ strong, unified and efficient edu- 
cational system just as I favor a 
unification of both county and city 
governments. 


“Personally I believe these two | 


movements should go along to- 
gether—that is, that the unifica- 


tion of the city and the county | 


school systems should run parallel 
with the unification of the county 
and city governmental agencies. 
What the People Want. 
“In that way, and in my opinion 
only in that way, can we get a 


strong educational system. That, | 
of course, is what we all want and | 


it is a great pity that politics and 
political considerations interfere 
so greatly with achieving these 
most desirable ends. 

“I believe that we can effect a 
merger of the city and the county 
school systems without causing 
anybody to lose their jobs. In 
others words, we should agree in 
the beginning to provide jobs for 
everybody now employed by the 
two school systems.

| In accepting the latest recom-

The majority of the nation’s 
miners, tapering off their fourth 
general walkout in six months, 
went back to the pits and restora- 
tion of normal operations Tuesday 
or Wedmesday was generally ex- 
pected. 

Miners Ask Clarification. 

Those lagging behind in the 
back-to-work march apparently 
were holding out for clarification 
of the terms of a new contract 
which increased the miners’ earn- 
ings $1.50 a day but added an hour 
to their daily working time. 

A report that labor groups are 
dissatisfied with the “Little Steel 
Formula,” limiting wage increases 
to 15 per cent of the January, 
1941, level, was relayed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by Sidney Hill- 
man, head of the CIO Amalgamat- 
ed Clothing Workers. Most of the 
dissatisfaction, Hillman told re- 
porters upon leaving the White 
House, stems from the feeling that 
congress has failed to provide 
strict controls over prices to off- 
set the stabilization of wages.

Defeatism Highlights Hitler Harangue 


Continued From First Page. 


. « « The fight for Germany has 
made me what I am.” 


The entire speech, his first to 
the German nation since the fall 
of Italy, carried an obviously de- 
fensive note—an apparent effort 
to answer reports of unrest in the 
Reich, reports which have been 
coming from neutral capitals with 
growing frequency. 

Hitler averred that only the 
Nazi party was holding the Ger- 
man nation together, and demand- 
ed that party members “must 
bring to reason the unworthy and, 
if necessary, destroy him, because 
there is one thing which is be- 
yond doubt and that is that this is 
a war without pity.” 

In a sarcasm-dripping reference 
to the recent Moscow tripower 
parley of the United States, 
Britain and Russia, Hitler said: 

“They set up committees to 
study the shape of the world after 
the war. They would do better to 
think out how to shape their own 
world at present.” 

He reiterated his old charge that 
Britain was the prime mover in 
the war, and invoked the Bolshe- 
vist bogey, saying “whatever sac- 
rifices we have to bear now, they 
are not to be compared with what 
we would have to bear if we lost 
this war.” 

Hitler said of the fighting in 
Italy that “the storm to Brenner 
(Brenner Pass in northern Italy 
next to southern Germany) has 
become a snail offensive far to the 
south of Rome. (The Allies are 
reported less than 75 miles south 
of Rome.) It will have to pay its 
toll of blood—and that is accord- 
ing to our plans.” 

He declared that “every new 
landing in Italy will force the Al- 
lies to employ additional tonnage 
and split up their forces and 
wherever a landing occurs it will 
meet with German resistance.” 


’ 


Hitler said he was happy that 
| his friend, Benito Mussolini, had 
been “rescued” from Allied hands, 
declaring that Mussolin: “had done 
everything to make his people 
great, strong and happy and, in 
addition, let them participate in 
the big decision.” 

“The Italian collapse,” he went 
on, “cannot be without repercus- 
sions On war developments. But 
the hopes of our opponents are in 
vain. Nothing of what they ex- 
pected has happened, nor will it 
happen.” 

Scouts Victory Talk. 

Promising vengeance against 
Britain, Hitler declared that 
“whether our enemies believe it 
or not, our day of vengeance will 
come and, since we cannot reach 
America, there is a state very near 
us which will pay dearly.” 

He said, “Germany’s enemies 
have become modest, and what to- 
day they are claiming as victories 
they originally snubbed as opera- 
tions of no importance.” 

The fighting in the east, Hitler 
said, was the most severe the Ger- 
mans have faced. 

“Here, however,” he added, “the 
enemy’s last aim to force the col- 
lapse of the German front will not 
be reached. The last battle will 
bring the decision and it will be 
won by the people with the great- 
est persistency.” 

On the subject of home execu- 
tions, Hitler said, “There are in- 
deed a few individuals also in 
Germany who may believe in the 
enemy’s victory, but when thou- 
sands are falling at the front, no 
one would hesitate to hand a few 
hundred such criminals over to 
death.” 

Of the Allied bombings of Ger- 
many, he declared “What the Ger- 
man home front is_ standing 
through, we fully realize. You 
can imagine how I feel about this 
personally.” 


He said he was especially griev- 


ed over the sacrifices brought 
upon women and children and 
added that, compared to this, “far 
less important are the damages 
which German industry is suffer- 
ing because, despite all this, arma- 
ment production is steadily in- 
creasing. I am not moved so much 
by damages to German cities be- 
cause these cities we shall rebuild 
in a short time more beautiful 
than they ever were before. 

“A people which put 6,000,000 
cubic meters of concrete into con- 


| struction of fortifications is able 


to rebuild cities rapidly.” 


He said that in less than three 
years all “dwelling houses” hit by 
Allied bombs would be rebuilt. 

While “the Americans and Eng- 
lish are now planning the recon- 
struction of the world,” Hitler 
said, “I plan the reconstruction of 
Germany. But while their recon- 
struction will not take place, ours 
will be carried through precisely 
according to plan. Those hundreds 
of thousands of bombed-out people 
are the vanguard of revenge when 
retaliation comes.” 

Reuters said Hitler’s speech 
was delivered in his customary 
table-pounding, screaming brand 
of oratory; that Hitler raced 
through his script at top speed; 
and that the applause was espe- 
cially lively when he promised 
“retaliation.” 

Delving inté Italian political 
events, Hitler said “the treachery 
of the King of Italy, the crown 
prince and their clique brought 
about a situation which looked 
definitely ugly. Already our ene- 
mies were rejoicing at the idea 
of having my friend, Mussolini, 
extradited. In spite of every- 
thing, we were able to re-establish 
the situation and in fact it proved 
afterwards better than before. We 
accomplished the seemingly im- 
possible.” 

Lashing out at Britain, Hitler 
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accused the British of being the 
“personification of aggression in 
unholy compact with the Jews.” 

He said the present struggle 
could not end the way the last 
World War did, declaring the Ger- 
many “of today is a different 
state from that of 1914-18.” 

Flays Old Reich. 

He said that struggle had be- 
come “a staggering and historical- 
ly unique affair. The ridiculous 
thing is that it is just the quarrels 
of small ‘nations which are at 
stake.” 

“Looking back to 1914,” Hitler 
said, “we find Jewry penetrating 
through countless breaches into 
state and political life, and espe- 
cially into the socalled ruling so- 
ciety. Economic life became its 
special sphere. 

“The Reich of those years aimed 
only at maintaining world peace. 
Although the Reich of that time 
had 30,000,000 more inhabitants 
than France, it actually had a nu- 
merically inferior army. That is 
the best answer to the subsequent 
charge that the Reich threatened 
the peace.” 

He said that Germany’s final 
collapse “was due less to force of 
arms than to destructive propa- 
ganda. An American President 
deluded the German people with 
his 14 points. The people were too 
simple. They took democratic as- 
surances seriously. 

Discusses Russta. 

Turning to Russia, he said “some 
think it might have been possible 
by swearing to give up all arma- 
ments to tame the Bolshevist giant. 
. . « Maybe somebody believes 
Finland intended to attack Russia 
or that Estonia, Latvia and Lithua- 
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nia wished to conquer the virgin 
forests of Russia. 

“Or perhaps they wished to con- 
quer the Caucasus and the oil 
wells of Baku. . 


“On the contrary, it was Russia 
who coveted the mouth of the Dan- 
ube and the oil of Rumania 4nd in 
fact Russ’a wished to possess the 
whole of the Balkans. 

“Only one state succeeded in 
calling a halt to the storm threat- 
ening from the east and that state 
was Germany. Only children. 
madmen or cowards would think 
of trying to defeat Russia by kind- 
ness.”

Charges Falsifying.

Clark Drives 
Toward Gaeta 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
ALGIERS, Nov. 8. -— (4) — Allied 
forces hammered relentlessly to- 
ward Rome today, the Eighth 
Army reaching a point less than 
30 miles from the port of Pescara 
on the Adriatic sea and the Fifth 
Army driving hard on Gaeta, only 
70 miles from Rome. 

The Germans apparently were 
destroying Gaeta’s harbor facili- 
ties in the face of imminent Allied 
occupation. 

From their front-line positions 
nine miles from Gaeta, Lieutenant 
General Mark W. Clark’s Fifth 
Army fighters heard several great 
explosions in the city, evidently 
from mines set off by the hard- 
pressed Nazis. Gaeta is the best 
port between Naples and Civita- 
vecchia, above Rome, and would 
be of supreme value-in supplying 
the next stage of the campaign for 
the Italian capital. 

General Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery’s Eighth Army, sustaining 
its powerful offensive up _ the 
Adriatic, registered a six-mile gain 
to capture Casalbordino, occupy 
the entire length of the Sinello 
river and turn the whole left flank 
of the German front. 

Thirteen miles inland from the 
mouth of the Carigliano river, 
American troops slugged forward 
a mile over wild mountainous ter- 
rain to seize Calabritto, while 
other other units occupied heights 
overlooking the key enemy strong- 
hold of Mignano after beating back 
heavy Nazi counterattacks. 

An Algiers broadcast by Radio 
France declared the Fifth Army 
already had taken Mignano and 
had advanced 10 miles north of 
Venafro. 

The Germans, in belated realiza- 
tion of their danger, tossed two 
fresh divisions into the fighting— 
the 305th and 94th infantry—but

If you are a football fan won-

It will be the first time this 
season that Atlantans have had 
an opportunity to see two clubs 
with inexperienced men perform 
in their own backyard. 

From a standpoint of action, 
there’ll probably be more than if 
the boys were veterans of the 
gridiron.
